J. J. Agar-Ellis, Dr. J. Notley, of 
Small Heath, Canon C. H. Long, 
and Mr. Royle’ Shore, formerly of 
Birmingham. No writ has yet 
been recelyed by Dr. Barnes. 

it will be recalled that Dr. 
Barnes recently stated ‘that he 
would require certain assurances 
from any incumbent wlio might 
be presented for institution at any 
of the so-called “rebel” churches. 


Bishop's Statement.
